AMENDMENTS 


In the said order , 


(1) for clause 8, the following clausc shall be substituted , namely ; 

8. Bedding -- Security prisoners shall be allowed to use their own 
bedding : If a security prisoner has no means to provide his own bedding , 
he shall be supplied with two jamcals , a coir mat or grass mat, a pillow , two 
pillow cases and two bed sheets." ; 
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( 2 ) in clausa 10 , 

(a) in sub -clause (2) for the figures “ 30 ” , the figures “ 50 ” shall be 
substituted ; 

(b ) in sul -clause (3), for the words and figures " Rule 13 of these 
Rules” , the word and figures " clause 13" shall be substituted ; 

(3 ) in sub -clause (1) of clause 13, for the figures " 30 " , the figures " 50" 
shall be substituted .

THE KERALA SCHEDULED TRIBES (RESTRICTION ON 
TRANSFER OF LANDS AND RESTORATION OF 

ALIENATED LANDS) BILL, 1975 
(Report of the Select Committee ) - 


The Select Committee to which the Kerala Scheduled Tribes 
(Restriction on Transfer of Lands and Restoration of Alienated 
Lands ) Bill , 1975 was referred have considered the Bill clause by 
clause and now submit this their report with the Bill as reported 
by the Committee annexed thereto . 

2. The Kerala Scheduled Tribes (Restriction on Transfer of 
Lands and Restoration of Alienated Lands ) Bill, 1975 was published 
as a Gazette Extraordinary of February 20, 1975. The Bill was 
introduced in the Assembly on March 18 , 1975 and was referred 
to a Select Committee on the same day . 

3. The Select Committee held two sittings. The Committee 
considered the Bill clause by clause at their sitting held on 
August 1 , 1975. Changes proposed by the Committee and the 
reasons therefor are set out in the following paragraphs . 

4. . Clause 2 : The Committee consider that sub - clause (h ) 
containing the definition of Welfare Officer is unnecessary . The 
sub - clause has therefore been omitted . 

5. Clause 5 : The Committee understand that most of the 
transfers of immovable properties belonging to the Scheduled 
Tribes were cffected in the year 1960. The Committee therefore 
consider that the Scheduled Tribes will not be really benefited if 
transfers effected on or after the 1st January , 1960 are not 
invalidated . The Committee are also of the view that the 
Scheduled Tribes will not be able to prove that a transfer is a 
fraudulent transfer and that therefore the clause should be made 
applicable to all transfers by members of Scheduled Tribes to 
persons who are not such members. The clause has been modified 
for the above purposes. 

6 . Clause 6 : The Committee think that a period of one 
year should be fixed for applications to be filed for restoration , 
with power to the Government to extend the period if necessary. 
Sub-clause ( 2 ) of the clause has been modified accordingly . 
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7 . Clause 7 : (New Clause ): The Committee are of the view 
that Government should have power to take suo motu action for 
restoration of properties to the Scheduled Tribes. A new clause 7 
has been incorporated for this purpose. 

8. Clause 11 (original clause 10 ) : The Committee feel that 
instead of the word " compensation " , the word " amount" should 
be used in the clause. The clause has been modified accordingly . 

9. Clause 12 (New . Clause ): The Committee consider that 
Government should take up the responsibility of paying the amount 
due from the members of the Scheduled Tribes under clause 11 
and that such amount should be repaid to the Government in 
twenty equal annual instalments. A new 

clause 12 has been 
incorporated in the Bill for this purpose . 

10 . Clause 16 (New Clause ): The Committee are of the view 
that legal practitioners should not be allowed to appear in the 
proceedings before the Revenue Divisional Officer or the competent 
authority or the Government except with the written permission 
of the concerned authority . A new clause 16 has been incorporat 
ed in the Bill for this purpose . 

11. Other changes made by the Committee are either verbal 
or consequential.

It is hereby notified for the information of all concerned that a new Sub 
Treasury will be established at Vizhinjam in Neyyattinkara Taluk of 
Trivandrum Revenue District, and it will start functioning with effect from a 
date to be fixed by theGovernment after 15 days from the date of publication 
of this Notification in the Gazette. 

2. The new Sub Treasury will be conducting its cash transactions at 
the Sub Treasury counter self until further orders and will have its juris 
diction over the area comprising of the following Panchayats of Trivandrum 
and Neyyattinkara Taluks of Trivandrum District. 

1. Thiruvallam 
2. Vengannoor 
3. Kalliyoor 
4. Pallichal 
5. Vizhinjam . 
6. Kottukal 

7. Karumkulam 
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3. No claims against Government arising in the aforesaid area will be 
paid from any Treasuries or Sub Treasuries other than the Sub Treasury , 
Vizhinjam from the date of opening of the Sub Treasury except under special 
orders of the competent authorities. The transactionspertaining to stamps, 
opium , ganja and saleable forms and the safe custody of departmental cash 
chest and other valuables under Rulé: 157 and 158 of the Kerala 
Treasury Code, Volume I relating to the above said area will also be 
attended to by the new Sub Treasury . 

4. Notwithstanding anything contained in paragraph 3 above , the 
drawing accounts of the Administrators of Personal Deposit Accounts , the 
Local Fund Deposit Accounts and the Judicial Deposit Accounts pertaining 
to the above said area will continue to be operated at the Treasury /Sub 
Treasury at which they are now operated until the Administrators of such 
accounts apply and get themselves placed in account with the Sub Treasury , 
Vizhinjam by the Accountant General. Similarly the Treasury Savings 
Bank Deposit Accounts in the name of Officers, Head of Institutions and 
other individuals located in the above said area which are now operated at 
another Treasury /Sub Treasury will continue to be operated at the same 
Treasury /Sub Treasury till the depositors concerned apply and get such 
Savings Bank Accounts transferred to the Sub Treasury, Vizhinjam in 
accordance with the procedure prescribed for the transfer of the S.B. Accounts. 
The pensioners pertaining to the above said area who are now draw 
ing their pensions from another Treasury /Sub Treasury will also continue to 
draw their pensions from the same Treasury/ Sub Treasury until they?get 
the payments of their pensions transferred to the Sub Treasury, Vizhinjam 
in accordance with the procedure prescribed for such transfer . However, the 
pension payment order in respect of the pensioners residence within 
the jurisdiction of the new Sub Treasury who are drawing pension by Money 
Order will stand automatically transferred to the new Sub Treasury from 
the date of its opening.
